WASHINGTON, July 25. Con­ 
gress is ready today to increase in­ 
dividual and corporate taxes by 10 
per cent effective Oct. 1 to provide 
the 10 and one-half billion dollars 
asked by President Truman to pay 
for the Korean war. 
Specifically the president re­ 
quested 
$3.063,000,000 
for 
the 
army, $2,648,000,000 for the navy 
and the Marine Corps, and $4.-\ 
535,000,000 to build up the air 
force to 70 groups. 
Mr. Truman also asked $240,- 
000,000 for the military establish­ 
ment in general, 20 millions to run 
the selective service system and 10 
millions for his own emergency 
fund. 
Tax Increase Certain 
Capitol Hill authorities agreed 
tlfat the tax increase became virtu­ 
ally certain when Sen. George (D) 
Ga., and Rep. Doughton (D) N. C., 
chairmen of the senate and house 
tax-drafting committees, dropped 
their opposition to a stop-gap tax 
bill.The drive for “quickie” tax leg­ 
islation is aimed at financing the 
Korean war and general prepared­ 
ness at least in part out of cur­ 
rent revenue. 
Some members of both parties 
in congress are demanding an ex­ 
cess profits tax on business. 
But 
George and Doughton contend that 
this type of tax is too controversial 
for inclusion in a stop-gap bill.

July 25,—(INS)—French 
Premier Rene Pleven revealed to­ 
day that his government will intro­ 
duce a defense budget for 1951 
totalling 500 billion francs (approx­ 
imately one billion 400 million 
dollars). 
This represents a 20 per cent 
increase over the existing defense 
budget.

The French premier also reveal­ 
ed that France will propose the 
creation of a common Atlantic 
pact defense fund to help finance 
the rearmament of western Europe 
Pleven said the proposal will be 
presented to the meeting of the 
12 deputies of the Atlantic pact 
powers who hold their first meet­ 
ing In London today.

Gen. Mac Arthur's Pacific forces. 
Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, naval 
chief of operations, told congress 
Monday that the marines are add­ 
ing 57,000 men and that the fleet 
will be expanded on a gradual ba­ 
sis. 
To Add To Navy 
Sherman said one, 27,000-ton air­ 
craft carrier will be taken from 
mothballs within 90 days and that 
a number" of cruisers and de­ 
stroyers will be added. 
Congressional sources indicated 
the navy may add two or three air­ 
craft carriers, four cruisers, about 
30 destroyers and five or six 
submarines to the active fleet. 
These would be World War II 
ships now in “mothballs”. 
The navy will add more than 
100.000 men. 
With its last reported strength 
at 591,000. the army now expects 
to substantially exceed its author­ 
ized strength of 837.000 men 
A program is underway to ex­ 
pand the army training centers 
that could handle more than 250.- 
000 recruits at one time if placed 
on a full wartime basis.

Troops Fall Back 
The crack First Cavalry Division 
troops fell back to the foothills 
southeast of Yongdong where they 
took up previously prepared posi­ 
tions defending the approaches to 
Taegue and Pusan. 
It was the second American re­ 
treat within five days on the Ko­ 
rean central sector. The trail-blaz­ 
ing U. S. 24th Infantry Division, 
now replaced by the First Cavalry, 
gave up the hub of Taejon, 20 
miles northwest of Yongdong, last 
Thursday night.

TAXES AND KOREA 
The sharp reverses suffered by American forces in Korea 
will compel congressional leaders, reluctant though they may 
be, to abandon adjournment plans. In consequence, Congress 
will be in session or on a temporary recess basis for the rest of 
the year to handle possible legislation. 
There is an admitted possibility that the GIs might be 
driven out of Korea. In view of the United States commitment, 
this would require organization of a powerful force under the 
United Nations banners to retake the lost area. The result 
would be huge expense to do in Korea what was done on the 
European continent in the last war. 
To finance what congressional leaders anticipate as a $5 
to $10 billion set-up in military spending-by January a tax in­ 
crease of at least $5 billion more a year is expected in official 
circles. 
This would wipe out to a large extent the 1948 tax reduc­ 
tion. Income groups because of the relief granted them 
through the income-splitting feature of the 1948 law.

FEARFUL CHILD NEEDS UN 
DERSTANDING 
Yesterday we saw the need of 
letting the infant and young child 
grow hardened against physical 
pain, and we saw how this harden­ 
ing can help guard him against 
most other fear- and prepare him 
to mingle comfortably with play­ 
mates of his own age. 
But not nearly all fears grow 
out of fear of pain. 
The newborn 
baby suddenly lowered or raised 
will throw out the arms and show 
a catchiness of breath. 
Such re­ 
sponses to shock or sudden loss of 
support are signs of instinctive 
(unlearned' fear. 
Later Fear* 
It is rather easy to see how later 
fears in the growing child can 
build on this inherent foundation 
Any new experience can cause a 
shock to the little child or cause 
him to feel insecure. Nor it is al­ 
ways easy to foresee just how this 
youngster is going to respond to a 
strange 
object 
or 
experience 
whether, for example, he will want 
to touch a rabbit on seeing one for 
the first time or shrink from it. 
Even if he should at first touch it, 
something might happen to render 
him suddenly afraid of it, such as 
a movement by the rabbit. 
A certain little boy three years 
old 
suddenly 
developed 
some 
strong new fears, though his fears 
up to then had been relatively 
few. 
He grew suddenly terrified 
when the water sprayed from the 
tountain in the park, about a hun 
dred yards from the front porch 
of his home. Later a big tree was 
cut down in this park near his 
house. 
When it fell the child was 
alone in his own room, though his 
mother was in the next room and 
the door between her room and his 
was open. 
But the boy heard the 
crash as the tree fell and heard the 
frightful exclamation of his aunt 
on the porch. 
He also heard this 
aunt tell several times thereafter 
about her fright. 
A Few Days 
For a few days the mother could 
not lure this little boy outside the 
house at all. 
To make matters 
worse, the aunt and grandmother 
often talked of this child’s fears in 
his presence and would tell him he 
shouldn’t be afraid, even shaming 
him for his fears. 
The recent death of the child’s 
father has undoubtedly had some­ 
thing to do with making this child 
more susceptible to fears. Also he 
and his mother have only recently 
moved in with the grandparents. 
But the mother is very wise and 
patient with this little boy. 
She 
has tried to follow literally my 
bulletin on “Fears”. 
She never 
uses the word "fear” or "afraid” 
in his presence. 
She has calmly 
talked tojfcum about the fountain, 
what it is and does. 
She has in­ 
duced him to watch it and the men 
working at the logs of that tree, 
from an upstairs window. 
When 
other adults were not around she 
got him to go with her to the front 
porch where she read to him some 
of his favorite stories and where 
she and he talked about the birds 
and trees and fountain in the park. 
Seeing the danger in this child’s 
growing too dependent -on her, 
thanks to his fears, she has at­ 
tracted a playmate of his age to 
her home. 
After a few days her 
boy and this playmate rode their 
tricycles on the sidewalk by the 
porch and finally they rode as she 
went with them, over close to the 
fountain. The mother aims to get 
this child gradually with more 
playmates. Her biggest problem is 
to manage the other adults of the 
i family.

The Golden Pelican

ANTWERP, Belgium, July 25— 
I wish when I was a youngster I 
hadn’t gone in so heavily for gum 
drops, ice cream sodas, wild west 
movies, and cap pistols, and had 
saved money. 
I could have used that money 
today because I saw something I 
really needed—the Golden Pelican. 
The Golden Pelican is one of the 
most fabulous jewels in the world. 
It is a 64-carat diamond of a deep 
golden color, and is the only one 
of its size and color in existence. 
There is alwasy the chance that 
the earth may yield a similar 
stone, but the betting here in Ant­ 
werp 
against

duplication 
would be 10,000,000 to 1, easily. 
It is called the Golden Pelican 
in honor of Pelican Street here 
where it was cut and polished. It 
is unset as yet and is for sale by 
one of Antwerp’s biggest diamond 
merchants, Ginsburg and Son, in 
whose office I saw it. I held it in 
the palm of my hand and it was 
like holding a shimmering, golden 
ice cube. It’s about that size, and 
nearly as cold. 
Destined for King 
Mr. Severy, a partner of the 
firm, said that the Golden Pelican 
was destined for a king, but he 
woudld rather not divulge w-hich 
king.

mond being the only thing as hard 
as a diamond. A brilliant-cut dia 
mond has 58 facets and the ma 
chine which does the work looks 
almost exactly like a phonograph 
The revolving disc is covered with 
diamond dust and oil and the dia 
mond is held on the disc by an arm 
like that which holds the needle 
on a phonograph. 
Machine Does Work 
The machine does the work, but 
it is the man who has to know to 
the split second when the facet 
is properly cut.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 25—There is now a <« ^ u s l y - 
advanced theory at the Pentagon that the tide has changed in Korea. 
Battle supplies are filling the pipe-lmes and reaching the men at the 
front. But nobody is going to say flat-out that victory is in sight by 
Labor Day or Thanksgiving. Too much depends on uncontrolled fac­ 
tors. Communist air attacks or submarine attacks on the pipeline 
could change a brightening picture overnight. Moreover, the military 
estimate hangs on information that is a week or 10 days ahead of 
public announcement. 
, 
..__ 
Meanwhile, it is not quite right to assume that the Administration 
has a completely free hand in the making of war or peace. Old ghosts 
are now rising to haunt the policy makers, and there are several con­ 
cealed vetoes hovering over every decision. 
Not Entirely Happy 
For example, there is some evidence that the Administration ia 
not entirely happy with Gen. MacArthur in the post of supreme com­ 
mander. The septuagenarian general is not altogether "unified 
in 
the Pentagon sense, and he is known to be a rumbling volcano of in­ 
dignation over the Far East policy. These are big matters, and there s 
the smaller matter of his public relations. The three Joint Secretaries 
grew strangely grim-lipped the other day when asked to comment on 
the way MacArthur managed to censure some free-swinging reporters 
without actually censoring their dispatches. I have heard three separate 
answers in the Pentagon to the censorship question. One, there is 
no censorship. Two, censorship is always handled by the field com­ 
mander. Three, the Joint Secretaries are “considering" what’s to be 
done about censorship. No two of these answers can both be true. 
Frankly, the Administration just can’t treat MacArthur as if he 
were an ordinary military commander. Not only is he the senior mili­ 
tary man of our day, but he was one of the candidates for the 1948 
Republican nomination. A man with the sternest sense of duty and 
.ruth, he has thus far avoided several opportunities to address Con­ 
gress on the subject of our Far East policy. But nobody has any doubt 
about what he would say if he did testify. He would say a number of 
things which the Administration would prefer not to hear. This is a 
prime reason why the Pentagon is likely to keep MacArthur under 
arms, even if the temptation arises to reprimand or even replace him. 
* 
In Another Situation 
As for making peace, the Administration finds itself caught in 
another cleft stick. By ironic happenchance. the peace proposal by 
Prime Minister Nehru of India reached Secretary of State Acheson on 
the vefy day that Senator Tydings released his furious report on 
McCarthyism. In effect, Nehru proposed that Acheson make a deal 
with Stalin over the admission of Red China to the United Nations. 
In effect, McCarthyism is a charge—not proved, however—that Ache­ 
son has been dealing with Stalin all along. Under the circumstances, 
Acheson couldn’t have agreed to the Nehru proposal, even if it had 
been feasible which it wasn’t. 
But this situation poses a bothersome question. Can the country 
afford a Secretary of State who is not free-handed? After all, Stalin 
has the means of prolonging the Korean War indefinitely, much 
longer than we may want to fight it. There is no more discredited 
phrase in treaty-making than "unconditional surrender.” In the end, 
unless we are reconciled to World War III, we will have to make terms 
in Asia. The Tyding report, which clears the State Department of all 
charges, gives Acheson a graceful opportunity to resign. While he 
remains in office, the Administration is not free to negotiate, if and 
when negotiations become feasible. 
Balked By Election Too 
A£ain, in the making of war and peace, the Administration is 
balked by the undeniable fact that this is a Congressional election year. 
In the first burst of patriotic ardor the country showed itself willing 
to stand behind the Commgnder-in-Chief, right or wrong. This is as 
it should be, but there comes a time when this sort of faith has to be 
justified by the recipient. A stalemate in Korea, neither victory nor 
defeat, will imperil the national unity in the autumn election season. 
The President could take the Korean War out of politics by 
establishing a coalition war cabinet, as suggested by Senator Knowland. 
Mr. Truman could readily draft such Republicans as Harold Stassen, 
Gen. Eisenhower, Gov. Dewey and even Gen. MacArthur,. When this 
was recently suggested in private, a GOP leader cried out that the 
President was getting ready to ham-string the very candidates who 
might beat him in 1952.

'Death Sand' 
Suggested As 
New Weapon 


' CHICAGO, July 25—(INS)- 
prominent American scientist said 
today a 
near-invisible, tasteless 
radioactive “death sand” that could 
be sprinkled in a lethal , film over 
entire cities may be developed as 
• useful weapon of mass destruc­ 
tion for future wars. 
He cautioned, however, that the 
ehemical and technical problems of 
engineering and delivering such 
e weapon are clearly “not trivial” 
and that they may not as yef 
have been solved. 
The scientist—Dr, Louis Riden­ 
our, dean of the graduate school 
of the University of Illinois—said 
official silence on such a weapon, 
first suggested publicly in 1945 
probably indicates that it “is being 
vigorously 
investigated 
and 
is 
being kept classified.” 
Dr, Ridenour based his discus­ 
ión on the little-publicized sugges­ 
tion of aft Austrian physicist that 
radioactive 
poisons — by-products 
of nuclear reactor plants such as 
that at Hanford, Wash.—may pos­ 
sibly be Immersed in water, dried 
on sand, and spread in a deadly 
film on target areas. 
He combined the calculations of 
Dr. Hans Thirring. a physicist at 
the University of Vienna, with 
published estimates of current U 
S. production to show that the 
Hanford plant already produces 
enough poisons each month to con­ 
taminate an area nearly seven 
times the size of Manhattan.

TULSA, Okla.. July 25.~From 
any point in this oil capital of the 
world one can look across to the 
low lying green hills of the Osage, 
boundary of the kingdom wherein 
©nee dwelt the richest per capita 
community in the world: the Osage 
Indians. 
. . 
The Osages are still there, but 
the oil which once poured for many 
years an average income of $8,000 
to $12.000 annually into their laps, 
has slowed to a trickle. 
In 1949 the income from oil had 
dropped ta a measly $1200 and will 
probably not go much, if any, 
above that in 1950. 
The Osages 
oo longer throw away their old dia­ 
monds when they get dirty oi buy 
a new car every three months. 
In the last four decades, ,the 
Osages have been catapulted from 
rags to riches to pseudo-rags. Anti 
now there are plans under way 
that may once again elevate the 
Small tribe to comparative riches, 
Although the high, wide and hand­ 
some days of the mid twenUes may 
¿ever return. 
Much Black Gold 
" Geologists estimate that there is 
¿ill as much “Mack gold” beneath 
the surface of Osage county as has 
Already gushed from its subterra­ 
nean recesses. The problem is how 
tb get it to the surface, now that 
Che easy cream has been skimmed 
from the pool. 
■ The result is one of the most in­ 
teresting geological experiments in 
tiie United States. A group of old 
fcells in the Osage Is being flooded 
with water in hope it will force to 
the surface the vast reserve of oil 
jhich scientists say is still locked 
ki the earth. 
• With the blessing of the Osage 
£ribal council, a group of oil com­ 
panies has combined under the 
ftame of the North Burbank Unit 
Operators to finance, design and 
construct this first large scale wa- 
fbr-flood installation which may 
not only revive the Osage wells but 
point the way to new activities in 
other old fields. 
The operators have set a mam­ 
moth task for themselves.

Another method, known as “hy- 
drafac” is also being used to tap 
oil reserves in old wells. 
In the 
hydrafac method,' gasoline is re­ 
duced to a putty substance and 
forced under terrific pressure into 
the sandstone. 
The pressure cracks the strata, 
bu* neither burns nor fires the oil 
deposits. 
A chemical is then in­ 
troduced that dissolves the “gel”, 
as the gasoline solution is called, 
leaving behind sand particles that 
serve as “propping agents“ to keep 
open cracks and allow the oil to 
escape. 
Bet een these two methods, the 
Osage may again be in for a time 
of plenty and prosperity. But even 
thout'

years is but a fraction of the thou­ 
sands he received in the good old 
days, he is still probably the rich­ 
est Indian in the United States. 
All the mineral rights beneath 
the surface of Osage county be­ 
long to the tribe as a whole. The 
Osage may sell his surface land in 
Osage county but the 
mineral 
rights, through action of the great 
white father in Washington, are 
entailed in perpetuity to the tribe 
as a whole. 
The Osage, desperate for cash, 
can sell his “head right", or his 
share in the mineral returns, to an 
outsider. 
But he may sell only 
I with the consent of Uncle Sam. 
• Head rights are quoted by local 
banks in ■‘xactly the same way that 
Union Underwear, Pfd., is quoted 
on the New York stock exchange. 
Today’s quotation places a price 
of from $14,000 to $15,000 on a 
head right, providing Uncle Sam 
approves the sale. There are only 
2229 such head rights, as estab­ 
lished by the government in 1906.

There is no reason to believe 
that a head right, now priced at 
$15,000, w’ill not yield indefinitely 
an income of at least $1200 per 
annum.

Legion Urges 
Hoarding Be 
Halted In U.S. 


PHILADELPHIA, J u l y 25 — 
(INS)—Some 300,000 Pennsylvania 
American Legionnaires were called 
upon today to support the Legion’s 
all-out campaign for universal mil­ 
itary training to bolster the na­ 
tion’s armed strength. 
At the same time, 1,000 Penn­ 
sylvania Legion posts were urged 
to "take adequate steps on the 
local level to end hoarding and 
malicious buying of all types” as a 
result of the Korean war crisis. 
State .Commander Walter A. 
Alessandroni hurled the double- 
barrelled challenge to his member­ 
ship in a bulletin to all posts in 
Pennsylvania in which he promised 
the veterans’ organization "will be 
mobilized immediately”, in a fight 
for universal military training. 
UMT Is Must 
Alessandroni, 
back 
from 
an 
emergency meeting of state com­ 
manders with National Comman­ 
der George N. Craig at Indiana­ 
polis, termed universal military 
training “an absolute must” in the 
United States. 
He said that the Korean fighting 
“has 
spotlighted the . appalling 
shortage of trained American man­ 
power”. Alessandroni added: 
"We have sent only three divis­ 
ions of troops into Korea and have 
exhausted all of our available 
manpower. It has become neces­ 
sary now to call on the reserves. 
UMT seems now to be an absolute 
necessity”. 
Allesandroni appealed' to sup­ 
pliers of food, automobiles, cloth­ 
ing, fbel and "other vulnerable 
consumer goods’ ’to cooperate with 


the state legion "in an educational 
drive to influence sensible consum­ 
er purchasing”. 
“Hoarding and needless buying”, 
he warned, “could cause economic 
chaos, leading directly into Com 
munist-laid plans”. 
"Hoarding is a despicable, short­ 
sighted practice which could seri­ 
ously impair tiie nation’s economy 
and thus its war /effort. 
Every 
means at our disposal should be 
exploited to stop the practice”

Planned Withdrawal 
It was a phtnned withdrawal 
through and from the city whit« 
the Communists had surrounded 
on three sides. 
A Red block below the city 
failed. 
The First Cavalry did not tight 
for the city but laid down a terrific 
artillery barrage which division 
headquarters said is “killing them 
by the hundreds”. 
Heavy small arms lighting oc­ 
curred throughout the day oefore 
the withdrawal order. Anu it con­ 
tinued while the cavalry pulled 
back. 
The de-mounted cavalrymen suf­ 
fered some «asualties but it is not 
known how severe they were. 
Fighter planes came over in 
mid-afternoon and helped co.er 
the withdrawal by vicious low- 
level strafing attacks on enemy 
lines. 
Batteries Cover Withdrawal 
The First Cavalry s artillery bat­ 
teries also covered the orderly 
withdrawal, sending shells swoosh­ 
ing over the heads oi the Amer­ 
icans pulling back. Red batteries 
answered with their big guns. 
Every unit was able to withdmw 
across bridges to the nurineast 
and southeast of Yongdong over 
Kum river tributaries. The bridges 
then were blown. 
INS War Correspondent Charles 
Rosecrans was stationed in the 
northwest sector of the cavalry 
lines above Yongdong this morn­ 
ing. He left this sector at noun. 
I was in Yongdong this after­ 
noon and accompanied the with- 
dawing troops through the artil­ 
lery gauntlet.

Report Finland In 
Agreement To Buy 
Grain From Russia 
WASHINGTON. July 25.—(INS* 
—The Agriculture Department said 
today that Finland has agreed to 
buy 68,000 metric tons of Russian 
grain and feedstuffs over the five- 
year period starting next January 


The agreement is considered un­ 
usual because Finland has in the 
past signed contracts with Russia 
only on a one-year basis. 
Agriculture said: 
“In transmitting this long-term 
agreement to the Finnish diet for 
ratification, the president of Fin­ 
land pointed out that Finland’s 
trade with the Soviet Union is 
facing a new phase of development 
as reparations diminish and ul 
timately cease ” 
Expand Relations 
By closing a five-year agreement 
the department said the two gov 
ernments “hope to expand their 
economic relation to their mutual 
benefit and create a foundation 
for a long-term exchange of com 
modities. 
During the five years, Finland 
will buy 455,000 tons of whtat. 
100,000 tons of rye, 25,000 tons of 
corn and 100,000 tons of oil cakes 
Under the agreement Finland is 
also obliged to buy up to 25 mill­ 
ion dollars worth of goods from 
third countries to he specified and 
agreed upon at a later date be­ 
tween Russia and Finland. 
Prices paid to Russia for the 
commodities are to be fixed from 
time to time in the contracts be­ 
tween Finnish importers and So­ 
viet exporters on the basis of 
"prevailing world market prices.’’ 
Agriculture said: 
“It will be noted that the total 
Finish 
import quota for Soviet 
grain is considerably lower in the 
last year of the five-year period 
than during the first two or three 
years. This reflects Finland’s pro­ 
gram for increasing self-sufficiency 
in grains.”

Prices Are Denounced 


WASHINGTON. July 25.—(INSJ4- 
—Increased prices and the hoard­ 
ing of food were denounced today 
by Agriculture Secretary Brannan 
t s unnecessary-. 
Brannan told the House Agricul- 
lure Committee that "there is no 
i eed for hoarding or for the in­ 
crease in prices in my opinion.” 
He added: 
“We have an adequate supply 
cf all types of food." 
The secretary appeared before 
the committee to report on the 
< rowing 
government 
stocks 
of 
furplus foods, purchased as part of 
the farm price support program. 
He said Congress has provided 
no adequate steps for disposing of 
the perishable surpluses and urged 
the committee to enact legislation 
authorizing the department to pay 
the costs of transportation and 
packaging in distributing them to 
needy agencies and individuals. 
Large Food Stocks 
Brannan declared that the large 
food stocks held by the govern­ 
ment’s Commodity Credit Corpo 
ration “acts as a deterrent” to 
price rises in pe ishable foods 
such as butter, eggs, milk and 
potatoes. 
He reported that there has been 
no substantial price rises in these 
commodities and that the price 
boosts have occurred in commodi­ 
ties not stocked by the government 
Brannan asserted that if perish­ 
able food prices go up the CCC 
can sell it« surplus stocks and so 
force the prices down. 
He 
reported 
that 
perishable 
foods held by the government in­ 
cluded the equivalent of 321 mill­ 
ion dozen eggs. 80 billion pounds 
of cheese, and 322 million pounds 
of dried milk. He said the stocks 
were rising much faster than the 
government could give them aw ay.
